Yesterday and Today 
1839 - 1989 


In the early 1800s, Captain John Wagoner operated a saw mill and 
grist mill near the bridge at the south end of the present village of St. 
Louisville. That mill and four or five houses comprised what was called 
Newton Mills and Captain Wagoner_was the first postmaster. 

This mill was owned in the 1830s and early 1840s by John Bell. Much 
of the land to the north was éwned by Stephen Ritter. These two men 
platted the original town of St: Louisville in 1839. Subsequent addi- 
tions were laid out, one by John Evans in 1840, and another shortly 
thereafter by Wesley Coffman. Following the incorporation of the 
village in 1871, the Harris addition was added, and more recently the 
Van Winkle addition. 

Postmasters have included Captain Wagoner, Major John Huston, 
Captain Nathan Hadley, Elijah Goff, David Carver, Daniel Albaugh, 
Jackson Belt, Perry A. Harris, Albert F. Slater, E. Follett Dush, Clyde 
E. Dillon, Edith Dixon, Shirley Stradley and Gary Edwards. 

In 1850, the tracks of the Sandusky Division of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad were laid along Main Street, the original business 
district, providing transportation for people, mail and freight, creating 
an on-the-map effect in the town. 

Two major derailments occurred over the years. The first, in 1879, 
was due to the switch north of the station being left open and causing 
the southbound freight train to leave the main track and run down the 
siding and beyond it almost reaching the old Evans Hotel at the north- 
east corner of Main and Moreland streets.

It damaged some buildings but no one was injured. Attorney James 
F. Francis was literally buried among his law books when his law office 
building was dislodged from its foundation. A second derailment of 
some major importance occurred in 1951 and was apparently due to 
poor track maintenance. 

Grocery or general stores, hotel-taverns, blacksmith shops, shoe 
shops and grist mills were the principal businesses in the early years. 
One whiskey distillery flourished, operated by Felix Donnelly on his 
land which was on the east side of the road leading toward Mar- 
tinsburg, about a mile northeast of the village at the foot of the long, 
steep hill, referred to through many generations as the Danly Hill. 

Among the general store operators were Perry A. Harris, James 
Holmes, Albert Slater, James T. Evans, Jackson Belt, Washington 
Belt, F.B. (Jake) Harris, E.F. Dush, A.G. Goad, Tom Johnson, Clyde 
Dillon, Howard Robinson, Blanche Daniels, Virginia Roe, Harry 
Klockner, Cletus Slater, Ella Trippier, Arthur Koontz, R.E. 
Householder, William Metcalf, John Mix and Ed Neighbarger. 

Among the village barbers were Arthur Harris, Fred Booher and 
Clarence Tate. 

Blacksmith shops were operated by John Orndorf, Nathan Evans, 
John Evans, Morgan Evans, Marshall Haggerty and William Pound. 

John H. Evans and John McDaniel had shoe shops. 

Early hotel-tavern keepers were Stephen Ritter, John McDaniel, 
Nathan Evans, Wesley Coffman and John Turbett. 


Lawyers who practiced here were James F. Francis and P. Frank 
Koontz.

Two physicians devoted their years of active practice here: Dr. R.P. 
Corbett and Dr. John D. Rouse. Other physicians who spent brief 
periods of practice here included Dr. Ira M. Hull, Dr. Dillon, Dr. Stout 
and Dr. L.L. Marriott. Several young men were reared in this com- 
munity and became physicians practicing elsewhere, including Drs. 
Car! Dillon, Warren Koontz, Charles Sinsabaugh, Lester Hamilton and 
Robert Hamilton. 

The community was served by two separate telephone companies in 
the early years, but for many years, one company conducted this ser- 
vice in the old building just off Moreland Street to the south. This 
building was replaced by the new installation on the north side of 
Moreland Street, just east of Sugar Street. Some of the operators 
were: Mrs. Harry Bowen, Cora Koontz, Darlene Jones, Ada Booher, 
Beulah Moxley, Mary Huffman Sinsabaugh, Louise Jones Allen and 
Zulu Koontz. 

The first church was the New Light Church, located on the present 
site of the telephone building. The other churches which followed were 
St. Paul’s Lutheran, Primitive Baptist, Methodist, Episcopal and the 
Church of Christ (Disciples). 

The first cemetery, located at the northwest corner of Sugar and 
Moreland streets, can be detected by the sunken sections of sidewalk 
there. The principal cemetery of the community is the Evans 
Cemetery located about one mile southeast of the village on County 
Road 203 on land originally owned by John Evans. The graves of many 
of the pioneers of southern Washington Township and northern 


St. Louisville High School sat on the current site of Dush 
Alignment until it burned out July 4, 1943. 


Newton Township, including St. Louisville village, and dating from the 
1820s, are in this cemetery. 

Two of the sons of John Evans married Moreland sisters and two of 
the Evans daughters married Warthen brothers. From _ those 
daughters there are many descendants of John Evans. His sons who 
married the Morelands moved to Illinois. 

While Bazeleel Moreland lived in the area only 19 years (1829-48), it 
is from him that Moreland Street got its name. He died in Knox County 
where many of his descendants still live. One of his grandsons was 
Bazeleel Jones (called Bazil) who lived in the village and whose descen- 
dants still live here. 

Education has always been of primary importance to the citizens of 
this area. The first commencement of the St. Louisville High School 
was in 1893. Ed A. Evans was superintendent. The two graduates, 
Alfred Lee and Etta Wheeler, were first cousins, both grandchildren of 
the Primitive Baptist preacher, Elder John Pritchard. 

Others who followed as superintendent of schools were E.J. Ramey, 
William Miles, Clinton P. Smith and Joseph W. Horner. 

Many persons taught in the St. Louisville schools through the years. 
Among them were the following: James Maxwell, Nathan Evans, 
Hiram Hughes, Clara Rees Coffman, Harriett Johnson Bullock, Emma 
Noe, Gertrude Scheffler Martin, Mary Martin Harris, William F. 
Berger, W.E. Wells, Rose Rouse Evans, Frank F. Orr, Lottie Bullock 
Nethers, Mary Larason Huffman, Lulu Nethers, Cleo Roberts, O.C.

The high school charter was revoked in 1928, but the elementary 
school continued until 1939, when it was absorbed in the new Newton 
Elementary, south of the village. Now students who would have at- 
tended the St. Louisville Elementary, Vanatta, Lock, Kinderhook, 
Echo, Fox Den, Red Brush, White, Lake Hill, Coad, Yellow, Chatham, 
Ghost Point and other area elementary schools are attending Newton. 

Citizens of the community have served in public office at the local, 
county and state levels. The first to serve in an elective state office 
was John Bell, one of the two original founders of St. Louisville. He 
represented Licking County in the 50th General Assembly of Ohio in 
1852. John C. Jones, who was reared here and taught at Red Brush 
School, was the representative from Lucas County in 1903-05. Myers 
Y. Cooper, who was reared in the township east of the village, served 
one term as governor in the late 1920s. Others who served at the coun-

ty level include O. Carl Martin as recorder, Herbert Koontz as county 
commissioner and both John Koontz and Max Marston as sheriff. 

The Village of St. Louisville, incorporated in 1871, was governed by 
a board of trustees during the period of 1873-1901. The board’s presi- 
dent was the chief executive officer. Those who were president of the 
board with the year each began service were: 1873 Perry A. Harris, 
1875 John S. Martin, 1876 Theodoric Warthen, 1879 Joseph Sin- 
sabaugh, 1881 Farling Jenkins, 1886 W. Braddock Parker, 1887 R.P. 
Corbett, 1888 W. Braddock Parker, 1890 R.B. Hutchinson, 1891 Farling 
Jenkins, 1892 John Pritchard, 1893 E.F. Dush, 1894 Joseph Hawke, 
1895 E.F. Dush, 1896 John Pritchard and 1898 Mahlon H. Larason. 

Beginning in 1901 the term “mayor” was used. Those who have serv- 
ed as mayor with the year in which the term began were: 1901 P. 
Frank Koontz, 1905 E. Follett Dush, 1907 Harvey Billman, 1910 P. 
Frank Koontz, 1918 Wallace Wilkin, 1926 E. Follett Dush, 1928 Delman 
Wright, 1930 E. Follett Dush, 1932 Delman Wright, 19388 Glenn 
Marston, 1948 Robert Sprunger, 1954 Clifton Bishop, 1960 Edward 
Slater, 1966 Earl Divan, 1972 Don Hunt, 1974 Calvin Monroe, 1980 
George Bailey, 1981 Calvin Monroe, 1984 Steve Robinson and 1986 to 
the present, James Cavey. 

The core of the business district, originally on Main Street between 
Moreland Street and Plumb Alley, gradually shifted to Sugar Street, 
away from the noise and dirt of the railroad. With increased auto traf- 
fic on Ohio 138, service stations and other businesses have developed 
along that highway. Currently the business places in St. Louisville in-

clude Howard Electric, owned by Howard Robinson, Lindsay Soft 
Water, Nick’s Pizza, Dush Wheel Aligning, B and E Farm Equipment, 
Knisely Dairy Queen, Sugar Salon, Koontz Farm Market (formerly 
Tavern Point), Kintz Radiator Shop, Meachee’s Market, Johnson's 
Home Center and Spicer’s Pizza Supply Corp. 

Most of the buildings in the original business district are gone or 
drastically altered. The mill at the south bridge area operated by 
Dush, Coad and Harris was torn down in the 1920s. Another replaced 
it, operated by Fred Sinsabaugh, J.A. Black, Ora A. Hamilton and C.D. 
Van Winkle. The livery stable operated by Walker Haslop, the town 
jail, shoe shops, blacksmith shops, grocery stores and the railway sta- 
tion are gone. The I.0.0.F. lodge ceased operation. 

Law and order have generally prevailed in the village and coun- 
tryside. Long forgotten is the murder of Levi Jenkins on Lost Run in 
1852. 

Among the early families in the village were the following: Bell, Rit- 
ter, Evans, Coffman, Koontz, Corbett, Smith, McDaniel, Sinsabaugh, 
Belt, Bullock, Sparks, Harris, Rouse, O’Bannon, Vance, Oldaker, Jones, 
Huffman, Haggerty, Haslop, Kerrigan, Fowler, Dush, Moxley, Prit- 
chard, Moreland, Hawk, Benear, Neighbarger, Norris, Oatman and Mc- 
Queen. 

If we begin in a line extending north from the village and move ina 
clockwise direction, the following families are among those who lived 
in the surrounding area: Sparks, Vance, Goff, Seymour, O'Bannon, 
Coad, Smoots, Warner, Haas, Harris, Leeding, Seward, Oldaker, Hor- 
ton, Wilkin, Donnelly, Bebout, Fowler, Wheeler, Hartman, Stradley,

McMullen, Hutchinson, Coffman, Lock, Evans, Stout, Dixon, Sheets, 
Kredel, Hampshire, Chilcote, Hall, Pound, Stone, Berger, Keeran, 
Thrapp, McGill, Jones, Weiss, Albaugh, Stewart, McKinney, Nethers, 
Warthen, Dush, Weaver, Lee, Marple and Conard. 

While many of these family names have disappeared from the local 
area many of their descendants are here. The community and the 
village proper have undergone significant improvements during this 
century, beginning with better streets, better lighting, a central water 
system, sidewalks, a community playground, community center and 
the fire station. 

With a proud past and an aggressive present, the citizens of the St. 
Louisville community, with a strong cooperative and industrious 


spirit, face change effectively and are building for what can only be a 
bright future in the years ahead.

Christian Church 


The Church of Christ of St. Louisville was organized at the close of a 
tent meeting in 1911 conducted by Wilmer Walker. The church 
building now in use was constructed during the ministry of C.A. Hill 
and dedicated Nov. 7, 1915. 


The church became St. Louisville Christian Church in a rededication 
service January 28, 1973. The present minister is Rev. Timothy 
Mason. The congregation meets Sunday at 9:30 a.m. for Sunday 
School, 10:30 a.m. for worship services, and Wednesday at 10:30 
a.m. and 7 p.m. for Bible study. 


St. Paul’s Lutheran Church 


St. Paul’s Lutheran Church was organized in 1839 by the Rev. 
Solomon Ritz. St. Paul’s just recently installed a new pastor, the 
Rev. C. Thomas Snapp of Columbus. Services are at 10 a.m. each 
Sunday with joint church school at Vanatta at 11. 


Free Will Baptist Church 


St. Louisville Free Will Baptist Church was organized by Elder 
John Pritchard as Baptist Primitive Church in 1873. The current 
pastor is Rev. Jerry Owens. The congregation meets on Sundays at 
10 a.m. for Sunday School, 11 a.m. for morning worship and 7 p.m. 
for evening worship. Wednesday night prayer meeting is at 7 p.m. 


United Methodist Church 


The St. Louisville United Methodist Church was dedicated in 1887. 
It is one of the three churches of the Chatham Charge of which 
Brenda Lifland is pastor. Its members and friends extend a warm 
welcome to the public to attend its services. The congregation 
meets each Sunday at 9 a.m. for worship, and at 10 a.m. for Church 


School.

Recent History 


In 1950, the current ball field (no. 1) used by the varsity and farm 
teams was constructed. Shortly this field will be beginning its fifth 
decade of continual operation, probably making it one of the oldest 
fields in Licking County. 

In 1966 a new field was built behind the Christian Church on Mr. 
Akins’ land, who still owns it. This field was originally used for 
women’s fast pitch softball. 

Starting in 1971 the Village of St. Louisville began purchasing a 
total of 11 acres from Mr. Hanners. The current girls field (no. 2) where 
the proposed new lighting project is to take place, the men’s softball 
field, and a T-ball field (no. 4) are all located on this section of land. 

The 38-member St. Louisville Area Sertoma Club, formed in 1976, 
took over sponsorship and management of ball games and other ac- 
tivities in the park. 

Sertoma built a storage building and rest rooms, planted trees, in- 
stalled lights and also put in 10 lighted horseshoe courts partially fund- 
ed by the village. Hundreds of man hours were donated by the club to 
improve and maintain the park. 

The village put in one tennis court with basketball backboards and 
rims and a shelter house. The annual St. Louisville Corn Festival, spon- 


sored by the Newton Township Volunteer Firemen’s Association, 
takes place at this complex. 


Community Center 


The Community Center was built in 1981 by the junior building 
trades class of the Licking County Joint Vocational School under the 
guidance of their teacher James Shoemaker. The building was funded 
by a grant from the Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 

The mayor was Calvin Monroe and the clerk was Karen Stratford. 


Municipal Building 


The Municipal Building was built in 1951 with village funds and 
volunteer labor with the intent of someday having a village fire depart- 
ment. The village fire department did not materialize. In the meantime 
the Newton Township Volunteer Fire Department was organized and 
the building was leased to them for $1 per year until the new fire 
department building was completed in 1984. 

In 1951 the mayor was Bob Sprunger and the clerk was Cliff Bishop.

Newton Township 


Fire Department History

Newton Township, which is in northern Licking County, encom- 
passes 26.25 square miles and has a population of approximately 4,200 
residents. 

In 1954, the decision was made to establish a volunteer fire depart- 
ment. It was obvious that this service was a major need in the ter- 
ritory. 

In 1971, an emergency medical service was established. A 1965 Pon- 
tiac hearse ambulance was purchased, and with a staff of 22 EMT-A’s, 
the service was started. As time went by, both the number of runs and 
the number of certified squadsmen increased. 

In June 1982, ground was broken and construction was started for a 
new fire station. It was completed in August 1984, and is located at the 
south end of St. Louisville. It was a great step for the fire department 
and made access a lot easier, while allowing room for expansion. 

In 1985, the Newton Firefighters started sponsoring the St. 
Louisville Corn Festival and with the proceeds from the annual event, 
they have purchased a 2,100 gallon portable water tank used to hold 
water supplies while fighting rural fires. 


Through volunteer efforts, the department has built an air wagon, 
which carries five air bottles used to fill air tanks at the fire scene. The 
trailer also carries a supply of foam salvage equipment and arson in- 
vestigation equipment. Volunteers also built a heavy rescue truck, 
which carries equipment for auto extrication, farm rescue, deep and 
rapid water rescue and high angle rope and cave-in rescues. 

This year the department will be purchasing a new Pierce pumper 
tanker and also will be refurbishing Unit 3. It should be done in time 
for the Corn Festival. 

Newton Township Fire Department has had five past chiefs. The 
first was Cliff Bishop in 1955. He was then succeeded by Jack Barrett. 
Charles Pletcher was chief from 1968 to 1972 when he was succeeded 
by Bob Bevard, who served as chief until 1985. In 1985, Doug Holton 
took over as chief. He held that position until the spring of 1988 when 
the current chief, Jim Glover took over. 

Under Glover the department has 42 members, including four 
paramedics, eight advanced EMT-A’s, 14 EMT-A’s, 10 members of the 
Licking County Dive Team, three members of the Licking County Fire 
Investigation Team and two members of the Juvenile Firesetter pro- 
gram. 

Newton also has a certified fire safety inspector, EMT instructor, 
river and ice rescue instructor, trench rescue instructor and five scuba 
divers. 

Newton Township Volunteer Fire Department also sponsors an an- 
nual senior citizen’s dinner for all senior citizens in its service area at 
no cost to them. There is also a fire prevention program each year at 
Newton Elementary School during the month of October.

St. Louisville Water System 


The Licking County Regional Planning Commission, Licking County 
commissioners, St. Louisville mayor and council accepted plans and 
studies for a pressurized central water system. 

Upon receiving a grant in 1980 from the Housing Urban and 
Development Commission, the system was installed. Two wells were 
drilled and 16,420 feet of water lines were laid. 

On September 1981, the system was turned on to approximately 145 
homes. A Board of Public Affairs was appointed by council and later 
elected to operate and manage the system, and present board 
members are Howard Robinson, Russell Hickman, Ronald Smith, Win- 
nie Gibson (clerk) and Bernard Shirley (plant operator). A class one 
operator was hired to operate and maintain the system.
